CHICAGO, Jan. 23.—Without being inter- 
fered with by the police, more thai score ' 
of men, who have in the past committed 
some of the most successful and daring 
crimes in the United. States and foreign 
countries, met the other’ night In a hall 
in the business center of Chicago and told 
of their criminal careers. 

No effort was made to keep either the 
identity of those present or the place of 
meeting secret. In fact, the public at large 
was invited to be present and hear the 
experiencess of ‘the men who in former 
years made a business of plundering s0- | 
clety. Among those who attended the meet- | 
ing were several of the greatest bank 
burglars, safe blowers, pickpockets and 
confidence men in the country, known not) 
only in Chicago, but in every state in the 
Union. 

The meeting held at the Pacific Garden 
mission, 100 Van Buren street, was the 
eighth anniversary of the reformation of 
“Dick” Lane, who led a criminal] life for 
over 40 years, and served time in many 
penitentiaries. He was known to the police 
of America as one of the most daring safe 
blowers and bank robbers in the country. 


In telling of his experience Lane said: | 


“After a criminal iife of more than 
years, having served a great part of it; 
behind the bars, I landed in Chicago about, 
eight years ago.

One of the marvelous men of the century 
died in a lodging hotel that is more than 
half a charitable institution, in New York 
last Monday. His name was George Fran- 
cis Train, and-«in the meridian of his life 
his name rung around the world. Yet when 
he died it was in poverty and with his 
mental ability disturbed, notwithstanding 
the fact that in his time he had been worth 
millions of dollars, earned through the vast 
projects of his brain, and that he was the 
author of #@ books. 


At the time of his death, and for many 
years before, he had designated himself 
simply as Citizen Train. 

For a half dozen years prior to his death 
Citizen Train lived in a small room on the 
top floor of the Mills Hotel. It was fur 
nished very simply, and there on a tiny 
table he wrote the wonderful story of his 
wonderful life. When asked if he had writ- 
ten his autobiography for money he replied 
disgustedly: “‘What do I want with money? 
It only costa me $3 a week to live, and if 
I had more it would be only to give away.” 

He was asked if it had been written to 
re-established himself with the public. He 
sald: 


“I am a legal lunatic. Why should I not 
talk out of my head? Place myself right 
with the public? How can a peanut con- 
vention know about a cocoanut? The peo- 
ple who compose it have never seen a co- 
coanut. They don’t know what it is. The 
peanut convention considers the cocoanut, 
deliberates wisely and passes a resolution 
that the cocoanut is a large peanut. And 
how can the cocoanut find out what it is 
until it sees another cocoanut like itself? 
I am a cocoanut.” 

George Francis Train was born in Bos- 
ton, where his father, Oliver E. Train, was 
a merchant of considerable fortune. His 
grandfather was Rev. George Pickering, 
who emancipated his slaves and declined 


years Train was taken to New Orleans 
by his father, who went to the Crescent 
City to engage in business. But he had 
not been there long when the whole fam- 
ily was stricken with yellow fever, and all 
died save Train, who was shipped by his 
father to his grandfather. 

Until he was 15 years old, he worked on 
his grandfather's farm, and then entered 
his uncle's shipping firm, where he showed 
so much farsightedness, courage and eéen- 
ergy that at the age of 20 he was a partner 
in the firm with an income of $10,000 a year. 

It was due to his ability to forsee 
future necessities that he established a 
fleet of 40 clipper ships in the California

munist,’ a member of their ‘red republic.’ 


I felt this as soon as I walked into the 
midst of their cheering and ecstatic mob, 
the germ of all great national movements 


in France.”

marched down the street and Train went 
out on the balcony and shouted “Vive la 
Commune!" Alas, the troops belonged to 
the government.

A firing squad stepped from the ranka 
dropped to thoir knees and aimed at Train, 
who, in the most dramatic manner, seized 
two flags, those of France and the United 
States, wrapped them around his body, 
knelt on the baicony and shouted: ‘Fire, 
you miserable cowards. Fire ypon the flags 
of France and America wrapped around the 
body of an American citizen, if you have 
the courage.”’ 

The soldiers did not fire, but Train was 
arrested and taken to Paris, where he 
spent 13 Gays in the Bastile, at the end of 
which Gambetta deported him.

JR, HAD TWO WIVES 


Widows and Creditors Now Fight for 
Captain Fullwood’s 
Estate. 


HAD ADVENTUROUS CAREER 


He Was Once Convicted of Shooting 
Captain Westfall, ‘but Was 
'  ‘Pardoned. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Jan. 23.—The dispute 
over the estate of Capt. Willlam Fullwood, 
who, so far as can be learned, left nothing 
but about $600 personalty and two widows, 
has developed into a three-sided affair in 
the county court. 

Attorney Danié] Young, representing Mrs. 
Mary Fullwood, widow No. 1, appeared and 
made a motion that the Louisville Trust 
Co. be appointed administrator of the es- 
tate. 

Attorney Norton Goldsmith, as represent- 
ative of widow No. 2, entered a vigorous 
objection to this. It is usually the case for 
the widow of a man to name the admin- 
istrator which is appointed by the court 
As there are two wives in this case, each 
wanted a different administrator. 

Judge Gregory overruled the motion to 
appoint the Loudsville Trust Co. adminis- 
trator. Attorney J. R. Watts, representing 
the creditors of Capt. Fullwood, then 
moved that the Louisville Tryst Co. be ap- 
pointed curator of the estate until the ad- 
ministrator could be agreed upon. This 
motion was concurred in by the court. 
Capt. Fullwood's principal creditor is a 
man named Green, to whom he owes & 
note for $150. 

Attorney Golismith said, after the ques- 
tion had been settled, that Mrs. Fullwood 
No. 2 had some d.amonds in her possession 
which had been left by Capt. Fullwood. He 
deciared that it was her purpose to hold on 
to them unless the court should order oth- 
erwise. Mrs. Fullwood No. 1 claims the 
whole estate and denies any right what- 


Fullwood was a half-Indian, claiming that 


latter statement .was generally discred ted, 
but that he had Indian blood in his veins 
was evident from his complexion and the 
contour of his face.

He was once sentenced to serve a term in 
the Frankfort penitentiary for shooting 
Capt. William Westfall, now superintend- 
ent of the Home for the Aged and Infirm, 
out at the time a river captain. 

Fullwood had the bar privilege on the 
steamer Morgan between Louisville and 
Cincinnati, and Capt. Westfall was in 
charge of a down-rivé: packe. Fullwood 
became angered at Capt. Westfall wh:le 
their boats were in the harbor at Loulis- 
ville, and while Capt. Westfall was board- 
ng his boat the former fired the contents 
of both barrels of a shotgun into Capt.

“No, I will prosecute him for bein a 
coward: if he had shot me in a fair Rent 
and not in the back, I would never have 
said a word."’ 

He was convicted, but pardoned the fol- 
lowing day by Gov. James B. McCreary, 
now United States senator from Kentucky. 
Fullwood then went to New Orleans, 
where he opened a saloon, but here again 
he found himeelf in trouble. This time he 
ehot John Connor, a young man who fol- 
lowed the river. 

The men met in the St. Charles Hotel, 
after a quarrel on the boat. and Fullwood. 
it is said, shot Connor. For this, too. he 
escaped punishment at the hands of the 
law.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—Maj. McCaw- 
ley, the President’s social aide, knows now 
how Seoretary Loeb feels when he is made 
the scapegoat for some mistake of the 
President. 

By throwing al lthe blame for the Thurs- 
Gay night affair on Maj. McCawley, and 
expressing deep regret for the blunder. Mr. 
Roosevelt has succeeded in * resuming 
friendly relations, so far as formalities and 
surface indications go, with the members 
of the United States Supreme Court. 

“I am only obeying orders,”’ explained 
Maj. McCawley, when he pushed Chief Jus- 
tlee Fuller back Into the red room at the 
reception to the Supreme Court Thursday 
evening as he was starting to lead his as- 
sociates to the President, and told him to 
wait until the foreign diplomats had been 
presented. 

“It was all McCawley’s fault; he had no 
such ridiculous .orders,"’ wag the explana- 
tion givén by Mr. Roosevelt today to Chief 
Justice Fuller and Associate Jystice Har- 
lan, whom he had invited to call In order 
that he could explain the incident. 

Two justices appeared at the White 
House precisel yat 10 o’clock this momning 
the hour at which they had been invited to 
call. They were at once ushered into the 
President's private office and were with 
Mr. Roosevelt alone for half an hour. 
They did not mince wards with the Presi- 
dent any more than they did when they 
were indignantly protesting to Maj. Mc- 
Cawley and asking him sarcastic questions 
while they were waiting for a lot of clerks 
from South America to be presented to 
Mr. Rosevelt on Thursday evening. A 
member of congress, who overhead a part 
of the conversation, ealf the justices were 
‘in a towering rage.’’ 


President Profuse 
in His Explanations.

Isidor Stern, a retired 
capitalist, who purchased several hundred 
shares at oars ranging from 4 to 2, was 
chosen chaifman and Mr. Heymann Was 
appointed counsel. 

It was announced that proxies had been 
received by Mr. Heymann from 3960 holders 
of the common sto¢gk living in all sections 
of the country. The average holdings of 
these 2960 victims is slightly above 100 


shares. The total that Mr. Heymann holds 
proxies for exceeds $40,000,000 par value.

Great Masonic Temple in Chicago Is 
Threatened, but Employes’ Fire 
Brigade Prevents Disaster. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 23.—Fire in the 20-story 
Masonic Temple today caused a panic 
among the 4000 occupants of the building 
and damaged the stock and fixtures of ten- 
ants to the extent of $20,000. 

All occupants of the building escaped 
without serious injury through the bravery 
of the elevator men, who remained at their 
posts operating their cars while dense 
clouds of smoke filled the bullding. 

The fire broke out in the suite of five 
/ rooms on the fifth floor occupied by. Robert 
Friedlander & Co., manufacturers of Xray 
apparatus. A lighted match carelessly 
thrown by an employe into a pile of ex- 
celsior in the packing room is believed 


to have started the fire. 

A large number of Xray vacuum 
tubes stored in the company’s rooms, 
exploced the moment the heat reachied 
them. 

Robert Friedlander, senior member of 
the firm, realized the danger from these 
tubes and worked until overcome by 
smoke throwing them out of the window. 

The*fire spread rapidly from the pack- 
ing room to thé other rooms. In a few 
minutes the entire suite was on fire and

Japan is anxiously awaiting Russia's re 
ply, which, htvwever, the Czar does not 
seem to ba in a hurry to make. 

There js a feeling that the next few days 
will bring peace or war, and that the is- 
gue will turn on the reply made by Rus- 
sia. 

Popular opinion is fast losing its patience, 
and is calling upon the government to 
show Russia it must not delay in its part 
of the negotiations. 

Japan has done its part quickly and to 
the point, but the Czar has done every- 
thing in his power to gain delay. 

The belief is general that he is playing 
for time in order to prolong the negotia- 
tions until the vigorous winter breaks and 
makes campaigning for Russia easier,

Since then, it is said, 
Burton has had little to do with the dis- 
possi of Kansas patronage, although 
e is a Republican. 


EMPLOYED BY FATR. 


In 1902 he was sent to England by the 
World's Fair corporation to aid in exploit- 
ing the Exposition.

HE PLAY, “Mary of Magdala,” in 
gs which Mrs. Minnie Maddern Fiske 
will be seen at the Grand Opera 
House in S8t., Louls next week, is orig- 
inally by Paul Heyse, one of the foremost 
German playwrights, who, during a long 
career, has written about sixty plays, as 
well as many novels and short stories. It 
was adapted into English for Mrs. Fiske's 
use by Willlam Winter, the distinguished 
critic, poet and essayist, who changed 
Heyse’s prose into verse and made a num- 
ber of changes in the story that better 
fitted it for presentation on the English- 
speaking stage. 
The play is in five acts, the action pass- 
ing in or near Jerusalem. The first act 
passes at the home of the Magdalen, a lux- 
urious apartment befitting one of her 
wealth and power. Maury is pictured as a 
woman .world-weary and embittered by a 
life that, after an unhappy marriage, she 
had been led into in a vain pursuit of 
happiness. Although admired by many, she 
has closed her doors to all save one—Judas 
of Kerioth, a Hebrew patriot, whose aim 
above all is to free Judea from Roman 
rule. 
Judas has been absent for days, and 
Mary impatiently awaits his coming. The 
forced entrance of some proisterers com- 
pels her to send her servant for assist- 
ance, and in response there appears Aulus 
Flavius, nephew to Pontius Pilate, who 
Grives the roisterers out. He, too, admires 
Mary, and from him Mary learns that 
Judas has become a follower of a new 
prophet, a Nazarene, whom some cal] the 
King of the Jews. Judas, who«has entered 
during Flgvius’ story, admits this, but 
speaks eloquently of the power of the 
Nazarene. His hopes, however, have been 
crushed. He followed the Prophet, bellev- 
ing him the Messlah who was to make 
tmé Jews the rulers of the world. Instead, 
the Nazarene has preached peace—not the 
sword. 


Mary determines to see this prophet who 
has exerted such an influence over her 
lover, and in the second act she accepts 
the invitation of Flavius and goes to his 
house, in a garden adjoining which the 
Nazarene preaches. The Roman is visited 
also by Calaphas, high priest of Jegusalem, 
who, speaking privately with Mary, urges 
her to use her influence with Flavius as a 
means of securing the arrest of the Naza- 
rene, whom he believes a menace to the 
Jewish faith. He promises her forgive- 
ness and great honors in return. Mary 
scorns his offer, and denounces the spirit 
that prompted it. Calaghas appeals. to 
Flavius directly with no better result. 
Flavius, in common with other Romans 
of the time, thinks the Nazarene and his 
followers subjects of little importance. 
Meantime Mary has gone into the garden, 
where she Is recognized. The crowd would 
S well known here by appearing in the 
principal comedy part of “San Toy,” 
and who, a few weeks ago, was seen in 
“The Sultan of Sulu,”’ is the principal 
comedian of John C. Fisher’s “Silver Slip- 
per’’ company.

The poor bookmaker, 
too, may be forced to drop from cham- 
pagne to claret.

GREAT boxer, like a great singer, is 
A born, not made. 
No one can learn to be a great boxer. 
But everyone can learn to box, and I 
am going to tell you in a very few words 
how to teach yourself to use your fists. 
Then if you were born to be a great 
boxer it will not take long for you to find 
it out. 
To start with, memorize the following

Rule Four. 


At all times try te use your hands and 
feet in unison. Never attempt 
without shifting the feet, and don’t shitt 
your position when close to an oppo 
ment without being ready te lead, coun- 
ter or guard as the emergency might 


demand, 
Rule Five. 


Clinching should be avoided as much 
as possible, but whenever you clinch an 
opponent endeavor to get yeur arms out- 
side of his. By dotag so you are in a 
position to guard t a possible at- 
tack at close quarters or to ward off 
blow delivered on the breakaway: 


Rule Six. 


Infighting is ome of the most impor- 
tant points upos which an ex rienced 
boxer should be thoroughly nformed. 
Keep inside of an opponent's guard 
when infighting and you will always 
have the advantage. 


Ready to Begin. 

After learning how to hold your hands 
and to place your feet properly you are 
ready to begin action. 

A left jab and right counter for a left 
jab is the first step. Practise this blow 
until you feel that you have thoroughly 
mastered it. This blow is like the waltz 
step in dancing; once you learn & well the 
balance comes as if by intuition. 

Any simple little book on boxing or a 
course of instructions by mail will explain 
in detail the workings of the principal 
blows.

DESCRIPTION OF BLOWS 


Left Jab. 


A left-hand jab to the face is a snappy 
blow. The elbow is bent before delivery 


and the hand points at your opponent’s| 


chin. It gets its force from the sudden 
straightening of the arm as you step in. 


Straight Right. 

A straight right-hand lead to the face or 
body is very hard to evade when delivered 
accurately. In regard to straightening the 
arm the same precautions should be ob- 
served as in leading with the left. This 
blow, when sent to the heart, is often 
used in following up a straight left to the 


face. 
Left Hook. 

The left hook is a quick blow and is 
well described by its name, being delivered 
with a half-bent arm. Hooke are gener- 
ally sent to the face and, of course, are 
delivered at close range. 


Left Swing. 

A left swing is generally landed at close 
quarters after your opponent has tried 
with a stiff left jab to the body. 

Right Hook. 

A right hook is used frequently while in 
the act of rushing at an opponent. It is a 
blow which, when landed, generally floors 
a man or makes him very groggy. 


Right Swing. 


drawn your opponent into leading a 
straight left to the face by feinting with 


to lure him on. Judge your distance care- 
fully, and if too far away to reach him 
step in, driving your right across his left 
upper arm and shoulder, at the same time 
inclining your body and turning your head 
well to the left. 


Stomach Punch. 

A stomach punch is sometimes landed 
while in the act of rushing or at close 
quarters. Most of the time it is sent in 
while fighting at close range. 


Right to Heart. 
A right to the heart is a blow which is 
sent in after a left lead for the face. 


Left Shift. 

A left shift blow is landed as a result 
of a feint with the left, a slight side-step 
of a few inches and then a sudden lurch 
in with the body and a left swing. 


Kidney Punch. 

The kidney punch is a short, chopping 
blow, which may be varied by ducking a 
left lead to the face and swinging your 
right to the left kidney, and vice versa. 
This blow is very painful, frequently dan- 
gerously injurious, and should not be used 
by non-professionals. All knock-out punch- 
es, in fact, should be barred from the

The right swing is used when you have

NEW YORK, Jan. 23.—The Jockey Club 
stewards at their session today adopted 
the schedule for running meetings at 
tracks under their control for 1904 There 
is practically no variation from the sched- 
ule of 1993. Including Saratoga's 23 days 
and exclusive of Bennings’ # and Buf- 
falo’s 29 days, there will be 185 days’ racing 
this year, one day less than last year. The 
most notable change in the arrangement is 
that Jamaica gets 2% insted of 2 days, 
and has nine in the spring and 15 in the 
fall; whereas, last year it had three er 
ings of nine, six and seven days respective- 
ly. Including Bennings and Buffalo there 
will be ™8 days of sanctioned agd_ recog- 
nized racing. 

The Jamaica dates are not the most de- 
sirable. for the réason that they do not 
come in the midsummer when the season 
is at its best In New York. Messrs. Sul- 
Iivan and McCarren made no statement 
concerning the dates, but that they are not 
tickled to death with them goes without 
saving. | 

It was ordered that two starters be main- 
tained at each of the tracks in the Metro- 
politan district, and C. J. Fitzgerald and 
Mars Cassidy were named. 

The Metropolitan circuit will open with 
the Carter handicap on Friday, April 15, 
at Aqueduct, The Metropolitan handicap 
will be run on Thursday,.May 6, at Morris 
Park; the Brooklyn handicap on Thursday, 
May %, at Gravesend; the Suburban on 
Thureday, June 16, at Sheepshead Bay; and 
the Futurity on Saturday, Aug. 2, at 
Sheepshead Bay.

N THE day of the Thalattosaurus grasses had not appeared, and 
none of the animals produced such complicated grinding teeth as 
are found in the horse and cow and are especially adapted for fine 

Still, the adaptation of the predenta (the group of dino- 
saurs to which the ifelattasaurus belonged- to a diet of leaves and 
saurs to which the thalattosauirs be!onged to a diet of leaves shows them 
to have been well-fitted for life on land, gave them an advantage over 
the great, marsh-haunting sauropods. All had three toes on the hind 
foot, though some of them were either too large or not built right for 
walking on their hind legs alone. Some were twice the bulk of an ele. 
phant and much the largest creatures of their day. 

The predentate dinosaurs appeared in the Jurassic, and this period 
saw the development of the stegosaurus, or plated lizards, perhaps the 
most remarkable among them, if not the most remarkable of animals. 
The name stegosaurus was applied to them on account of the presence of 
enormous bony plates and spines along the back and tail. The plates on 
the upper part of the tail were so small as not to interfere with the us2 
cf the tail spines, so the tail must have been very formidable. 
all the examples of these animals have come from Como, Wyo., the ex- 
ceptions being two closely related species from England. This indicates 
that that stegosaurs were widely disributed and the continents probably 
united during the Jurassic period, for it is very improbable that such 
strange animals should have originated independently in two parts of 


vegetation.

ler marriage with Prince Aribert—if it really 
does come to a marriage—will, of course, be a 
morganatie one, and that means that the prince 
will have to forego all chances of seeing either 
his wii: or the issue of their union mount the 
throne of Anhalt, an event which otherwixe 
would be net unlikely to occur. 

The creeping of der oeratic ideas into the 
coterie of monarchs and princes in Germany, 
until recently so extremely exclusive, will be 
evidenced anew by this prospective marriage.

HAT man of inventive mind has 

W not at some time or another, 

when watching the laborious task 

of shoveling snow ftom paths and side- 

walks in St. Louis, wondered if there was 

not an easier way to clear off the beautiful 

snow? And what man who has engaged in 

this task has not hoped and prayed that 

before the next snowstorm he would be 
provided with some easier method? 

The principle used by some of the power- 
driven machines used by street railways 
and steam railroads has been applied in an 
invention patented recently by an inventor 
who has given the subject careful study. 
The accompanying piture illustrates the 
plow and its manner of use. 

It is propelled much in the same manner 
as a lawn mower. A sharp p!ow or center- 
board cuts into the snow vertically, and 
spreading shares throw the snow to the 
two sides as the plow is forced along walk 
or path.

From the first glass bottle ever made in 
the first glass factory permanently estab- 
lished in the United States about 1734. and 
which is still preserved among the curios- 
ities of the Long Island Historical Society, 
to the remarkable mammoth glass qyuare 
tet which Was recently turned out at a 
western glass manufactory, there may be 
traced the phenomenal growth of the man- 
ufacture of glass. 

These four bottles are the largest ever 
made in the world. 

A man over 6 feet stands below the 
height of the largest bottle, the range of 
this huge quartet being from 5 feet 4 
inches to 6 feet 4 inches. 

Three expert glassblowers were employed 
in the manufacture of these bottles. It 
took 50 pounds of liquid glass to make the 
largest bottle. 

This was drawn, rolled and inflated, the 
blowpipe used being 5% feet in length. 

To complete the process it was necessary 
to reheat the material several times, owing 
to the great quantity needed. It toor 
about an hour to shape the bott'ie. Ther. 
the rings and the mouth were finished and 
the glass annealed in specially large ovens 
prepared especially for this piece of work. 

At its greatest width the largest bottle is 
90 inches in diameter and it will hold %& 
galions liculd measure, 

The smaller ones, even, are of greater 
dimensions than any bottles ever made be- 
fore. These are intended for perfumery. 
A single one will contain the contents of 
nearly 1500 of the ordinary sized perfumery 
bottles used on toilet tables. 

The larger one was designed for a wine 
bottle. It represents the capacity of 250 
ordinary pint bottles. 

A great feat in glass blowing was not the 
object at the start. The idea was to try an 
experiment in show window display.

Col. George T. Cagney of New York has 
obtained a concession for establishing a 
miniature railway system at the Fair 
grounds. He will lay 16 miles of track in- 
sida the Fair grounds and will have 3 
trains in operation throughout the Fair. 
Exch train will be capable of carrying 100 
perrons. 

The cars and locomotive will all be of 
special design, made for the World's Fair 


exclusively. They will represent floats, 
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chariots, Dridti] coaches, parlor cars and 
so On. 

The miniature trains have been among 
the most interesting features of recent ex- 
positions. The locomotives are in every 
respect faithful reproductions, in miniature, 
of a regular-size possenger locomotive. 

The trains will run on tracks of a 12%- 
inch gauge. The locomotives will be of 
the standard eight-wheeled American type, 


‘ with a leading truck and four coupled driv- 


ers. The locomotives will be 5 feet 4 tnches 
in length, inches in width and 2 inches 


smokestack. 

The driving wheels will be 10 inches and 
the wheels of the truck 5 inches in diame- 
ter.

You 
will feel repaid also if you take a little trouble 
to have your suuces perfectly smooth. This may 
be accomplished partly by mixing the thickening 
smooth and partly by straining, as nearly all 
sauves look better for being passed through the 
gravy strainer, unless, of course, they contain 
an ingredient that must not be removed, as 
parsley, capers, oysters. etc. Melt the butter 
carefully, but do pot let it boll unless one of 
the ingredients has to be browned in it, and as 
this is a delicate operation, do not leave it to 
attend to other cooking.
